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Panelists  Converse  on  AIDS  Issues

It  has  been  called  the 
homosexual’s  disease,  the 
plague  of  the  ’80’s,  and 
everything  imaginable  in- 
between.  But  no  matter  what  it 
has  been  called,  it  continues  to 
take  the  lives  of  thousands  upon 
thousands  all  across  the  globe. 
Of  course,  this  is  AIDS,  and 
right  now  it  is  one  of  the  most 
controversial  health  and  legal 
issues  facing  society  today. 

Much  confusion  and  fear  is 
found  among  people  today  deal¬ 
ing  with  the  facts  about  this 
disease.  January  28,  Core  VI 
professors  Dr.  Mehall,  Fr.  Stang, 
and  Prof.  Capouch  held  a  panel 
discussion  open  to  the  students 
of  the  college  to  pose  thought- 


provoking  instances  dealing  with 
this  issue.  Public  Defender  of 

Tippecannoe  County,  George 
Wilder,  and  attorney  Patricial 
Riley,  also  were  on  the  panel  to 
represent  the  legal  aspect  of 
AIDS,  and  to  discuss  the  Haines 
case  in  West  Lafayette. 

The  Haines  Case  involves  a 
homosexual  in  West  Lafayette, 
Donald  Haines,  who  had  con¬ 
tracted  the  AIDS  virus  and  tried 
to  commit  suicide,  due  to 
depression  and  alcholic  in¬ 
fluence.  His  method  of  attemp¬ 
ted  suicide  was  slitting  his 
wrists.  Upon  requested  medical 

help  from  his  roommate,  Haines 
slew  blood  at  them  and  scratch¬ 


ed'  and  bit  them.  He  was  ar¬ 
rested  by  the  police,  and  is  now 
being  tried  for  attempted 
murder.  With  this  basis,  the 
ethical,  social,  and  legal  alter¬ 
natives  were  presented  by  the 
panel  and  were  open  for  student 
questions  and  discussions.  For 
example,  did  Haines  actually 
have  the  intent  to  murder  the 
emergency  help,  or  was  he  simp¬ 
ly  reacting  out  of  desperation 
and  fear?  That  will  be  one  of  the 
deciding  factors  for  the  outcome 
of  this  particular  case. 

It  also  posed  another  issue 
relevant  to  almost  everyone  in 
society  today,  and  that  is  AIDS 
testing.  Already,  it  is  required 
that  Illinois  couples  requesting 
marriage  licenses  take  the  AIDS 

Committee 
Discusses 
Rec  Center 
Problems

From  the  moment  the  idea  was 
conceived  for  putting  a  recrea¬ 
tional  facility  on  campus,  pro¬ 
blems  have  been  faced  and 
resolutions  met  by  those  involv¬ 
ed  with  the  project.  From  delays 
in  its  initial  ground-breaking  to 
obtaining  necessary  equipment 
and  expanding  the  facilities,  the 
Hanson  Recreation  Center  has 
continued  to  be  a  major  concern 
not  only  for  those  who  made  it 
possible,  but  for  the  many 
students,  faculty  and  staff 
members  and  employees  of  the 
college  who  use  it  on  a  daily 
basis. 

It  is  in  response  to  the  latter 
that  attention  has  been  brought 
to  the  Rec  Center  once  again. 
Tuesday,  February  9th,  the  Rec 
Center  committee,  which  con-

test  for  the  virus.  With  the  grow¬ 
ing  concern  and  the  growing 
number  of  AIDS  cases  develop¬ 
ing,  should  AIDS  testing  be 
given  in  more  instances,  such  as 
employment,  schools,  and  social 
organizations?  One  side  can  say 
no:  it  is  an  invasion  of  privacy. 

The  accuracy  of  the  test  is  also 
questionable.  It  is  possible,  and 
has  been  proven  in  existing 
cases,  where  people  have  tested 
positive  for  AIDS  without  having 
the  disease,  and  those  who  have 
tested  negative  are  infected  with 
the  disease.  The  other  side  can 
say  yes:  it  is  no  longer  just  the 
homosexual  disease.  It  has 
crossed  the  line  to  be  also  a 

heterosexual  disease,  and  the  in¬ 


creasing  number  of  cases  is 
growing  even  more  rampant. 

No  specific  conclusions  were 
drawn  dealing  with  these  legal 
and  ethical  issues.  However, 
they  do  instill  one  to  seriously 
consider  AIDS  and  these  issues 
revolving  around  it.

“Who's  on  First"  in 


Rec  Center

Just  a  short  while  ago, 
students,  faculty  and  staff 
were  excited  about  and  anx¬ 
iously  awaited  the  opening  of 
the  Hanson  Recreational 
Center  on  campus.  Not  only 
did  it  promote  positive  activity 
on  campus,  but  the  facilities 
were  built  for  the  students 
themselves,  to  be  used  by  the 
students.  In  fact,  according  to 
the  policy  established  for  the 
Rec  Center,  it  is  primarily  a 
student  recreational  facility 
with  limited  (Varsity)  athletic 
use.  Recently,  however,  pro¬ 
blems  have  arisen  in  the  en¬ 
forcement  of  this  and  other 
policies,  which  may  seem  to 
indicate  problems  in  the 
management  of  the  Rec 
Center  itself. 

These  problems  stem  from 
various  complaints  by 
students,  faculty  members 
and  employees  of  Saint 
Joseph’s  about  the  use  of  the 
Rec  Center  facilities.  Present¬ 
ly,  the  Rec  Center  is  occupied 
from  3-6  p.m.  by  the  baseball, 
track,  softball,  and  tennis 
teams  alternately.  While 
students  are  not  prohibited 
from  the  center  at  this  time, 
with  the  number  of  people 
practicing,  it  makes  for  a  very 
congested  facility.  Also,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Dr.  Bill  Hogan, 


there  have  been  a  number  of 
complaints  from  joggers  that 
walkers  during  this  time  slow 
the  runners’  pace  and  take  up 
too  much  space  on  the  track 
by  walking  three-abreast. 
Therefore,  a  sign  has  been 
posted  that  states  for  safety 
reasons,  walkers  will  be  pro¬ 
hibited  from  the  track  from 
3-6  p.m.,  while  alternate  times 
earlier  in  the  day  have  been 
designated  more  suitable  for 
them. 

However,  many  faculty  and 
staff  members  who  use  this 
time  to  walk  because  of  its 
convenience  (right  after 
classes  and  before  they  go 
home)  feel  they  are  being  done 
a  disservice. 

Another  major  complaint 
deals  with  who  should  be 
allowed  to  use  the  Rec  Center 
at  any  given  time.  According 
to  policy,  Saint  Joseph’s 
students,  faculty,  employees, 
and  their  families  are  allowed' 
admittance.  However, 

children  must  be  accompanied 
by  the  parents  associated  with 
the  college.  Also  included  are 
contributors  of  $1,000  or 
more  to  the  college.  Never¬ 
theless,  a  number  of 
townspeople,  who  do  not  fit 
any  of  these  categories,  have 
made  use  of  the  Rec  Center 


facilities,  in  many  cases,  at  the 
expense  of  Saint  Joe 
students. 

In  response  to  these  com¬ 
plaints,  the  Rec  Center  com¬ 
mittee,  which  was  set  up  to 
deal  with  problems  and  sug¬ 
gestions  concerning  the  facili¬ 
ty,  met  earlier  this  week.  Led 
by  Athletic  Director  Bill 
Hogan,  the  committee  con¬ 
sists  of  four  students  (two  o( 
which  are  Varsity  athletes  and 
one  the  S.A.  President),  five 
Varsity  coaches  (one  of  which 
is  also  the  director  of  the  Rec 
Center),  and  one  faculty 
representative.  The  student 
representation  on  the  commit¬ 
tee  other  than  athletes 
themselves  is  somewhat 
limited,  which  may  be  one 
reason  the  managment  of  the 
Rec  Center  has  faced  these  re¬ 
cent  problems.  A  student 
recreational  facility  with 
limited  athletic  use  that  is  run 
by  a  majority  of  Varsity 
athletic  personnel  seems 
bound  to  run  into  conflict 
somewhere  down  the  line. 

With  regards  to  walkers  on 
the  track  from  3-6  p.m.,  they 
were  prohibited  as  a  result  of 
complaints  from  joggers  at 
that  time.  However,  the  ma¬ 
jority  of  people  using  the  facili¬ 
ty  in  that  time  slot  are  Varsity 


athletes.  No  complaints  from 
joggers  at  any  other  times 
were  reported,  therefore  that 
might  lead  one  to  believe  the 
walkers  may  have  been  slow¬ 
ing  some  of  the  athletes  from 
their  practice.  If  that  is  the 
case,  then  the  needs  of  the 
people  for  whom  the  Rec 
Center  was  built  are  not  first 
priority. 

Secondly,  not  all  the  people 
using  the  center  fit  those 
categories  listed  as  policy 
(such  as  students,  faculty  , 
etc.).  While  some  of  these 
people  have  been  told  to 
leave,  there  are  still  many  who 
are  not.  It  has  been  said  that 
those  who  work  in  the  Rec 
Center  have  a  “good  idea”  of 
who  should  be  there  and  who 
should  not,  or  that  if  they  do 
not  know  it  may  be  embar¬ 
rassing  to  confront  someone 
who  may  very  well  have  every 
right  to  be  there. 

In  any  case,  the  policy  that 
was  set  up  for  the  Rec  Center 
is  not  being  enforced 
capriciously,  or  for  some 
reason  or  another,  it  is  being 
changed.  The  latter  does  not 
necessarily  pose  a  problem  as 
long  as  the  changes  reflect  the 
purpose  of  the  Rec  Center. 
However,  in  this  situation, 
that  may  be  questionable. 


It  seems  one  general  solu¬ 
tion  might  be  to  get  more 
students  and  general  faculty 
or  staff  on  the  committee  for 
the  Rec  Center.  In  this  case, 
possibly  more  student  needs 
may  be  more  objectively  con¬ 
sidered,  especially  when  it 
comes  to  such  issues  as  Varsi¬ 
ty  practice  times  and  what 
times  are  best  for  specific 
activities. 

Also,  while  we  have  general 
student  ID’s,  stickers  to  put  on 
these  ID’s  for  Core  XI 
membership,  it  may  seem 
logical  to  issue  cards  or 
stickers  for  use  of  the  Rec 
Center.  This  way  there  would 
be  no  mistake  as  to  who  is  or 
is  not  allowed  in  the  building. 
In  order  to  pay  for  the  cards  or 
for  people  to  check  them  on  a 
regular  basis,  perhaps 
membership  could  be  open  to 
the  general  public  on  certain 
days,  provided  they  pay  a 
membership  fee. 

The  Hanson  Rec  Center  is 
by  far  an  important  and  need¬ 
ed  addition  to  the  Saint 
Joseph’s  College  campus.  As 
long  as  it  is  run  on  the  basis 
for  which  it  was  conceived,  as 
a  student  recreational  facility, 
and  as  long  as  policies  are  en¬ 
forced,  the  problems  faced 
can  be  resolved.

Mrs.  Loretto  Szucs  has 
already  built  a  career  for  herself 
in  the  field  of  genealogy  —  both 
as  an  author  and  a  lecturer.  She 
has,  however,  returned  to  school 
because  she  believes  that  she 
needs  a  sound  foundation  in 
writing  to  keep  her  career 
advancing. 

Mrs.  Szucs  presently  attends 
school  here  at  St.  Joseph’s  Col¬ 
lege.  She  chose  St.  Joseph’s  for 
various  reasons:  one  being  that 
she  and  her  husband  are  very 
much  involved  with  SJC’s 
Parent  Association,  due  to  three 
of  their  four  daughters  attending 
St.  Joe;  another  is  because  she 
has  always  been  pleased  with 
what  her  daughters  were  doing 
in  school;  and  lastly,  the  Core 
curriculum  was  a  major  factor  in 
her  decision  because  she  has 
always  been  very  impresed  with 
the  program. 

Loretto  Szucs  became  in¬ 
terested  in  the  field  of  genealogy 
because  little  was  known  about 


her  own  family  background  and 
she  felt  challenged  to  discover  it. 
Once  Mrs.  Szucs  became  deeply 
involved  with  her  genealogical 
studies,  she  joined  a 
genealogical  society  and  became 
the  editor  for  the  society’s 
publications.  From  there,  she 
began  researching  the  city  of 
Chicago’s  records  and  the  result 
was  the  publication  of  her  book: 
Chicago  and  Cook  County 
Sources:  A  Genealogical  and 
Historical  Guide. 

Genealogy  —  according  to 
Mrs.  Szucs,  is  “exciting  with 
many  dimensions.”  She  said  that 
there  is  a  lot  of  detective  work  in¬ 
volved  with  genealogical 
research  and  that  persistence  is 
necessary.  Mrs.  Szucs  stated 
that  the  history  involved  with 
genealogical  studies  brings  her  a 
lot  of  enjoyment. 

This  April,  Loretto  Szucs  and 
her  friend  and  co-author  Sandra 
Leubking  will  have  a  book 
published  called:  The  Archives: 
A  Guide  to  the  National  Ar¬ 


chives  Field  Branches.  The  book 
is  a  guide  to  the  eleven  federal 
archives  which  are  scattered  in 
this  country  from  coast  to  coast. 
The  archives  contain  the  original 
records  and  American 
documents  created  by  federal 
agencies.  Mrs.  Szucs  is  schedul¬ 
ed  to  speak  about  the  book  this 
April  in  Ohio,  Wisconsin, 
Mississippi,  and  Oklahoma. 

Mrs.  Szucs  said  that  she  felt 
intimidated  about  attending  the 
same  school  as  her  two 
daughters  at  first.  She  felt  that 
since  they  were  here  first  she 
didn’t  want  to  affect  their  regular 
activities.  But,  she  is  pleased 
that  it  is  working  out  well  and 
she  enjoys  the  opportunity  to  see 
her  daughters  on  a  more  regular 
basis.  Mrs.  Szucs  commutes  to 
SJC  every  Tuesday  and  she 
stays  on  campus  until  Thursday 
after  classes  when  she  com¬ 
mutes  back  home  to  Midlothian, 
Illinois.  She  stated  that  it  is  a  lot 
of  activity  and  it  keeps  her  busy, 
but  she  enjoys  it. 


Con.  Law  Class  to  Attend  Trial 


On  Friday,  February  12  the 
students  of  Professor  Mary 
Margret  Smith’s  Constitutional 
Law  class  will  be  traveling  to  the 
Dirkson  Federal  Building  in 
Chicago  to  sit  in  on  an  actual 
trial  in  the  7th  Circuit  U.S.  Court 
of  Appeals.  Presiding  over  the 
trial  will  be  Judge  Michael 
Kanne.  Judge  Kanne  is  a  native 
of  Rensselaer  and  a  graduate  of 
Indiana  University  in  1962  with 
a  B.S.  in  business  administra¬ 
tion.  He  then  earned  his  law 
degree  from  Indiana  University

in  1968.  Following  this,  Kanne 
returned  to  Rensselaer  and 
began  private  law  practice  and  in 
1975  he  joined  the  faculty  of  St. 
Joseph’s  College  as  a  lecturer  of 
political  science.  In  1982  Kanne 
received  an  appointment  to  the 
federal  district  court  of  Northern 
Indiana,  serving  there  until  May 
of  1987  when  he  was  appointed 
by  President  Reagan  to  the  U.S. 
Court  of  Appeals. 

Judge  Kanne  still  continues  to 
teach  Constitutional  Law  part 
time  with  Professor  Smith.  This 


makes  St.  Joseph’s  Political 
Science  majors  especially  for¬ 
tunate  since  probably  no  other 
small  college  in  the  country  has  a 
U.S.  court  of  Appeals  Justice  as 
a  part  time  lecturer.  Students  at¬ 
tending  the  trial  will  have  an  ex¬ 
cellent  chance  to  learn  about  the 
judicial  process  since  Judge 
Kanne  has  presented  the  trial 
papers  in  class  and  will  be 
meeting  with  the  students  in  his 
chambers  after  the  trial  to 
discuss  the  proceedings  and 
outcome.

Attar  said  he  may  work  for 
Jontz  again  this  summer.

This  year  celebrates  the  90th 
anniversary  of  Hawaiian  Shirt 
Day  becoming  international,  and 
still  the  United  States,  the  Soviet 
Union,  and  South  Africa  are  the 
only  nations  not  to  celebrate  it.

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Campus  Ministry  Grows

Campus  Ministry  has  become 
one  of  the  largest  organizations 
on  campus,  involving  nearly  100 
people.  Thirty-five  to  fifty  of 
these  people  make  up  the  “core 
group”  which  involves  leader¬ 
ship.  Part  of  the  responsibility  of 
these  leaders  is  the  organization 
of  the  many  activities  sponsored 
by  Campus  Ministry.  These  in¬ 
clude  retreats,  prayer  groups, 
lectures,  musicians,  planning  the 
masses,  peace  and  fundraising 
activities,  and  the  list  goes  on. 

Fr.  Ben  Berinti,  Campus 
Ministry  Coordinator,  says 
“many  people  do  not  want  to  get 
involved  with  Campus  Ministry 
because  they  do  not  want  to  be 
labeled  as  'religious’.”  Never¬ 
theless,  Campus  Ministry  has 
many  positive  influences  both  on 
campus  and  within  the  college 
community.  For  example,  people 
begin  to  realize  how  important 
their  faith  is.  They  also  see  that 
they  are  not  alone  in  concerns 
that  they  may  have. 

A  new  activity  started  by 
Campus  Ministry  is  the  Peace 


Group,  which  presently  consists 
of  over  thirty  members  including 
faculty,  staff,  and  students.  The 
Peace  Group  is  basically  a 
Catholic  organization,  however 
it  is  open  to  all  religious 
denominations. 

The  group  was  begun  because 
the  Campus  Ministry  staff  felt 
this  was  a  “call  and  mission  to 
learn  of  the  justices  and  in¬ 
justices  of  the  world.”  According 
to  Sr.  Donna  Liette,  assisstant 
coordinator  of  Campus  Ministry, 
members  are  involved  in  three 
areas:  Preparing  prayer  ex¬ 
periences,  heightening 

awareness  of  justice  and  lack  of 
justice,  and  activities  which  call 
for  action. 

Upcoming  events  sponsored 
by  Campus  Ministry  include  a 
Food-Fast  February  23,  trips  to 
the  Peace  Center  in  Indianapolis 
and  Chicago,  as  well  as  guest 
speakers.  Finally,  the  fourth 
Kairos  Retreat  is  around  the  cor¬ 
ner.  Thirty-three  students  will 
participate  in  the  retreat  that  is 
to  take  place  February  25-28.

sists  of  Saint  Joseph’s  students, 
faculty  and  staff,  and  whose  job 
it  is  to  discuss  and  attempt  to 
resolve  problems  and  issues 
regarding  the  center,  met  to  do 
just  that. 

Dave  Owens,  professor  of 
Economics  and  faculty  represen¬ 
tative  of  the  committee,  initiated 
the  meeting  as  a  result  of  com¬ 
plaints  by  students  and  fellow 
faculty  members  concerning  the 
use  of  the  Rec  Center.  Apparent¬ 
ly,  walking  on  the  track  had  been 
prohibited  at  certain  times  of  the 
day,  and  there  were  concerns 
that  townspeople  other  than 
those  associated  with  the  college 
were  using  the  center. 

According  to  Bill  Hogan, 
Athletic  Director  and  head  of  the 
committee,  there  had  been  com¬ 
plaints  by  joggers  that  walkers 
from  3-6  p.m.  took  up  too  much 
space  because  they  usually  walk¬ 
ed  three-abreast.  Therefore,  for 
safety  reasons,  walking  on  the 
track  during  this  time  was 
eliminated.  This  change  of  policy 
was  not  discussed  with  the  com¬ 


mittee  before  being  enforced. 
However,  as  Hogan  stated,  “I 
would  rather  do  it  first,  then  go 
through  the  committee  than 
have  someone  get  hurt.” 
Although  the  committee  was  not 
aware  of  the  change,  it  was 
cleared  through  Fr.  Banet. 

Another  issue  that  was 
discussed  was  the  possibility  of 
checking  ID’s  to  make  sure  only 
those  authorized  to  do  so  use 
the  center.  According  to  policy, 
these  include  Saint  Joseph’s 
students,  faculty,  staff, 
employees,  and  their  families. 
Also  included  are  those  who 
have  contributed  $1000  or  more 
to  the  college.  According  to 
Owens,  complaints  have  been 
raised  about  townspeople  not  fit¬ 
ting  one  of  these  categories  who 
use  the  Rec  Center. 

Hogan  does  not  see  checking 
ID’s  as  a  feasible  solution, 
however,  because  “there  are  not 
enough  employees  to  watch  the 
facility  all  the  time.”  Also,  it 
would  cost  money  to  pay  the 
employees  if  they  were  available. 
According  to  Hogan,  “It’s  to  the 
point  now  where  we  know  who’s 


here  and  who’s  not  here.” 

Besides  discussing  the  com¬ 
plaints  raised  about  the  Rec 
Center,  the  committee  also  voic¬ 
ed  possible  suggestions  and 
solutions  for  the  future.  For  ex¬ 
ample,  signs  will  be  posted  con¬ 
cerning  rules  of  the  Rec  Center 
as  well  as  who  is  allowed  in  the 
facility. 

The  committee  meets  at  a 
minimum  of  twice  a  semester, 
while  allowing  time  for  “emergen¬ 
cy”  meetings  to  discuss  urgent 
issues.  Other  members  of  the 
committee  present  at  the 

meeting  Tuesday  include 
Maureen  Field,  Christy  Pedro, 
Mike  Kitch,  Tim  Daly,  Carol 
Cunningham,  Ernest  Watson, 
John  Barrientos,  and  Larry  Cox. 

Because  the  Rec  Center  is  still 
fairly  new,  problems  may  arise 
more  often  than  not.  However, 
as  Hogan  stated,  “We  are  trying 
to  build  slowly  and  be  flexible. 
We’re  just  going  to  move  as  we 
go  along  and  try  to  be 
reasonable.”

Lady  Pumas  Up  Record  to  1 9-2

In  college  basketball  Saturday, 
the  St.  Joseph’s  College  Pumas 
upset  the  visiting  Panthers  from 
Kentucky  Wesleyan  University, 
87-74.  The  Pumas,  5-5  in  the 
GLVC  conference,  combined 
high  percentage  shooting  (64% 
for  the  game)  and  tough  defense 
to  defeat  KWU,  conference 
rivals  and  defending  NCAA  divi¬ 
sion  II  national  champions.  It 
was  the  sixth  ranked  Panthers’ 
fourth  loss  of  the  season  and  it 
dropped  their  conference  record 
to  8-3. 

The  first  half  was  dominated 
by  the  inside  play  of  Puma 
center  Stan  Kappers,  who 
almost  did  not  play  due  to  il¬ 
lness.  His  23  first  half  points  led 
the  Pumas  to  a  44-40  lead  at  the 
intermission.  Jerry  Alicea  open¬ 
ed  the  scoring  with  a  three- 
pointer,  and  the  Pumas  never 
looked  back.  Down  7-2,  KWU 
scored  a  five  point  play  when 
guard  Greg  Baughn  was  fouled 
after  hitting  a  three-pointer  The 
foul  was  committed  after  the 
shot  and  the  Panthers  were 
awarded  the  ball  out  of  bounds, 
and  they  tied  the  game  at  seven. 
The  Pumas  successfully  broke 
KWU’s  full  court  press  leading  to 
several  easy  baskets  as  the  score 
stayed  even  throughout  the  half. 

Kentucky  Wesleyan  came  out 
hot  in  the  second  half,  scoring 
the  first  four  points,  as  the 
Pumas  fouled  five  times  in  the 
first  two  minutes.  But  the  Pumas 
were  not  about  to  give  up  and 
they  outscored  the  Panthers 
14-5  in  the  next  five  minutes. 
This  opened  up  a  nine  point 
lead,  the  biggest  of  the  game. 
But  Kentucky  surged  back,  cut¬ 
ting  the  lead  to  four  with  Kap¬ 
pers  on  the  bench.  Then,  after 
breaking  the  press,  Alicea  fed 
Rodney  Gates  for  a  lay-up  and 
he  was  fouled  on  the  play.  Tim 
Stunda  tipped  in  the  missed  free 
throw,  solidifying  the  Puma  lead 
at  64-56  with  nine  minutes  re¬ 
maining.  With  four  minutes  left, 
after  a  Kappers  three  point  play 
creating  an  1 1  point  lead,  Puma 
fan  Joe  Helmer  confiscated  a 
megaphone  from  a  KWU  fan,  br¬ 
inging  the  capacity  crowd  to  life. 
Kentucky  Wesleyan  cut  it  to 
three  points  with  1:39  remain¬ 
ing,  but  they  could  not  overcome 
the  fired  up  Pumas.  With  under 
a  minute  left  to  play  with  the 
Pumas  up  seven,  Don 
Steineman  had  an  awe-inspiring 
defensive  series,  blocking  two 
consecutive  shots,  and  recover¬ 
ing  a  loose  ball.  He  was  then 
fouled,  and  he  made  two  free 
throws,  wrapping  up  the  game.

The  lead  ballooned  to  20 
points  within  the  first  five 
minutes  of  the  second  half  and 
SJC  went  on  to  destroy  USI
